Mastectomy Association, which

I1 was 
sponsored bv five former secretaries 
of he US Treasury and more than 
30 national orginizations ~ including 
the American Bankers Association, 
the National Grange, the National 
Small Business Associations — with 
heavily pro-Republican member- 


ps. 

If Mondale can elicit support 
from these groups while retaining 
the support of blacks, women and 
other traditional Democrats. his 
strategists believe he has a good 
chance of closing the wide gap in the 
opinion polls. 

To do this, however, he must 
have a creditable plan. Ih addition, 
he must succeed in demonstrating 
that Reagan has no plan. 

The programme Mondale un- 
veiled in Philadelphia was pul 
together with the aid of respected 
cconomists who based their esti- 
mates on 1he independent con- 
gressional budget office which has 
projected rnuch higher deficits than 
the Reagan administration. 

In addition to tax increases which 
would raise an estimated $85 bn 
{£67 bn} the Mondale plan en- 


those earning $100,000 (£78,000) 
annually and above would pay more 
than $2,600 (£2,040) a year in higher 
taxes as a result of a 10 per cent 
surcharge.

The “Alemalive and Cormp-

One camp agrees with Prince 
Charles, who said: “Pathological 
medicine will always be absolutely 
essential but I also believe it's 
terribly important that forms of 
treatment complementary to so- 
called orthodox medicine should be 
available." 

The other opinion is that the 
therapies are an alternative, in their 
own right, designed to provide the 
public with something radically 
different from and often contradict- 
ing orthodox methods. Bur in any 
caşe, if past experience iS a guide, it 
will be the public which settles for 
one or other term - as it has done, so 
far, for akternative. 

Perhaps the most encouraging 
development in recent months has 
becn the report of the study group 
sel up by the EEC to make 
recommendations about the status 
of alternative therapies. 

They can no longer be regarded as 
a side-ıssue, the report states, as hey 
show that “the emancipation of 
palients is resulting.in the patient's 
right to choose the therapy and the 
therapist he considers beşt, and also 
the right to receive this health care 
on the same financial conditions as 
any other medical care”. 

That “right” is not likely to be 
exercisable here for many a year; but 
at least it can now be considered as a 
reasonable objective. ۰

The most promising outcome has 
been the emergence of a third force 
within the profession: the British 
Holistic Medical Association, which 
held itş inaugural conference last 
autumn. Its aim. according 1O 
chairman-elect, Dr Patrick Pietroni, 

was to “create an opportunity for a 
serious and systematic attempt 10 
bring about a marriage of both old 
and new approaches to healing”. 

. "Marriage" was setting the sight a 
tittle high: anxious to retain 
credibility within the profession, the 
BHMA admits only doctors and 
medical students. But it is using 
altemative therapisis to lecture and 
demonstrate techniques. and to 
judge by David Taylor Reilly's 
survey in the British Medical 
Journal on the views of a sample of 
a hundred trainee GPs, these 
services will be needed. It revealed a 
keen interest in the therapies, and a 
willingness to practise them. Yet 


of Physicians, “could lead to major 
and, I believe, damaging changes in 
the provision of health care,” 

The most popular attitude ap- 
peared to be the one expressed by D. 
J. Weatherall, Nuffield Professor. of 
Clinical Medicine at Oxford. There 
îs nothing intrinsically wrong with 
the altemative therapies, he con. 
ceded. and no reason why they 
should not be widely used; but there 
is also no reason why “they should 
not be properly evaluated by well’ 
established scientific methods”. 

This is an approach which, 
surprisingly, disturbs alternative 
therapists. When doctors talk of 
` well-established scientific 
methods ” they are usually thinking 
of randomized trials: appropriate for 
the evaluation of new drugs, but not 
of, say, ost1eopathic manipulalion. 
They are designed to eliminate 
“placebo” effect: healing helped or 
achieved by a psychological and not 
“scientific process. But placebo 
cffect is one of the alternalive 
therapists" most valued allies. 


The British Association for, the 
Advancement of Science is to tackle 
a subject today which it has not 
previously considered, except in 
uncomplimentary asides: alternative 
medicine. Even as recently as five 


years ago it would hardly have been 


thought of as suitable for admission 
to the agenda. What has come over 
this august body? 

Orthodox medicine has just begun 
to realize that it is riding for a fall; 
and scientists, though they have 
never conceded that doctors deserve 
to be classificd as scientists, have 
become increasinly aware just how 
unscientific the basis of orthodox 
medicine has been, And not for ihe 
first time, it is the mood of the 
public that has beer the main 
indicator: a mood generated by the 
discovery that orthodoxy has paid 
insufficient attention - has often 
blandly ignored - vital components 
of health such aş diet and emotional 
stability. 2 

Last year the British Medical 
Association set up a working party 
under its Board of Science and 
Education, “to consider the feasi- 
bility and ` possible methods of 
assessing the value of alternative 
therapies, whether used along with, 
or to, complement, other treat- 
ments”, This, given the BMA's past 


record, could be hailed as a 
breakthrough. 
But was ıt? Most of the alternative 


therapy organizations were SUS- 
picious. The BMA is the doctors” 
trade union: surely it would have 
been better if the General Medical 
Council had set up the inquiry ~ or 
1ıhe Department of Health? They 
had only heard about the working 
parly through the press, and were 
given liule more than a month in 
which to make 1heir submissions — 
in the holidav period. when their 
councils would not normally meet. 
Did the BMA really want to have 
their evidence, or was it all just 
window-dressing? 

The main alternative therapy 
organizations decided not to take 
part: 4 decision which they feel has 
been justified by the discovery that 
no practitioner of alternative ther- 
apies has been asked to contribute to 
todav'’s BAAS session. Organized by 
the BMA. What the working parly 
received was a flood of submissions 
from individuals such as healers, 
which cannot have been easy to deal 
with. The report is accordingly long 
overdue. :

Sir. Your headline “Ring ol 
confidence round BAOR” (Special 
Repon. Seplember 7) momentariiy 
raised a hope that 1he miliary 
unfashionablceness af fixed defences 
û la Maşgınol was finall coming to 
an end, for there is a glaring need for 
them on our frontier with the 
Warsaw Pact to make credible our 
forward defence strategy. 

.The object of a line of prepared 
all-round defence areas on the 
frontier is not 10 prevent penetration 
by an attacking powcr. That is 
impossible. lh is to force the 
aggressor to concentrate his forces 
on a narrow front 10 punch a gap. 
use up fuel and ammunition and 
delay and tire his troops. 

This defensive line would he 
manned by rescrnisis mainly and 
with supplies for. say. a month's 
fighting would make litle call on 
transport or other services: it would 
be masly teeth with little tal, Being 
well dug ın ıt «ould be resistant 10 
chemical attack etc. 

The mobile forces which pene- 
trated ı1 would then fight al a3 
disadvantage. Their supplies would 
be ın jeopardy and their retreat cut 
off. The follow-up forces may not be 
able to reach the mobile spearhead 
which could be cut off from resupply 
bı merely closing a gap or gaps in 
the frontier line. Time for the 
reınforcement of British and US$ 
troops would be gained. 

Naturals (herc would be 3 cost, 
but the sterilisation of some farm 
land in Germany. which is only in 
production thanks to the EEC 
agricullural subsidies. would be a 
bearable loss and the recruitment ol 
3 ‘olunteer construction corps fron 
among our unemployed youth 
«ould give experience of work and 
dısciplince which could only be 
beneficial, 

H was duc 1o political pressure 
thal the Maginot Line stopped well 
shor of the sea. so facilitating 
Hiller’s victory in 1940 and leading 
to such lines losing credibility. It is 
time for a reassessment, Our supply 
dumps. stores and cquipment in 
BSIOR arc far too vulnerable 1o a 
surprise chemical and fifth column 
attack or 10 being ovcrrun or 
captured by parachulists. It is time 
to consider putting more cffort into 
the construction of defensive works 
generally.

Sir, 1 have just read Mr Couton’s 
article in The Tintes of August 27, 
some parts of which are based on 
my recent discussions with him. 


While I agree in general with the 
main thrust of the article, [ regret 
that there are some important 
aspects, which do not properly 
refleccı my principal points made in 
the interview. In broad terms. I 
consider that Mir Cowton does nol 
differentiate sufficiently between the 
tactics supporting the strategy of 
forward defence. and the strategy 
itself. He therefore fails to express 
more clearly that it is he tactics, and 
not 1he strategy, which require 1o be 
flexible, 


. For clarity let me comment on 
some specific statements of the 
ankle < ° ٣ 


1. The principle of forward defence 
docs not. of course, require that 
every yard of German 1erritory be 
defended. but that the integrity of 
Nato territory as a whole be 
maintained and. if necessary. re- 
stored. 

32. I haıe never indicated that I 
would now "feel able to acknow- 
ledge publicly” thal in some areas a 
limiled depth of territory can be 
allowed in which to manocuvre and 
prepare a counterattack against 
hoslill forces. 1 have always 
considered mobile tactical oper- 
ations within û limited depth as an 
inherent pal of the strategy of 
forward defence, As a matter of facl. 
this was onc of the main consider- 
a1ions leading to ihe full mechaniza- 
tion of the German 4rmy, and 
presumably also of the British 
Army. which is SUll in progress. 

3. I1 am nol only “ven far from 
abandoning totally" the principle of 
forward defence. but [ am very far 
from abandoning even part of il. 
And it is nol a “rigid interpretation” 
of forward defence. which has becn 
unrealistic. but the misinlcrprel- 
ation between tactics and strategs. 
The principle of forward defence 
does not allow interpretations. 

4. In realily. Nalo is not moving to a 
more flexible interpretation of 
forward defence or developing new 
tactical concepts. Ht is only now with 
the force improvemenis in the 
various national forces. including 
KBR) Corps. that more mobile and 
flexible tactical operations within 
the forward defence concepl can be 
conducted. 

Finally. 1 had hoped that the 
arlicle would have also emphasized 
ihe significance of forward defence 
for my primary mission. which is 1o 
deter aggression. rathcr than 1o 
concentrate mainly on doctrinal 
questions of land warfare. 

„Your publlculiun of this letter 
Would clarify my vicws on forward 
defence which continues to be the 


against the wishes of their inhabi- 
lanls. 

Instead. _magnanimilv meant 
welcoming Germany back into the 
comiiy of nations. And the Federal 
Republic is now, of course, a major 
ally and trading partner. 

In the same way the Govemnntent 
has alread demonstrated magna- 
nimiryv 1Lowards Argentina. The 
Government has cxpresscd willing- 
ness to resume normal relations. 
With great generosity the Govern- 
ment has even offered to allow 
Argentina to restore ils transport 
links with the Falkland Islands and 
to participate in the development of

But to give Argentina sovereignty 
over territory which has certainly 
not been its for 150 years, and 
dubîiously even before that, contrary 
10 the frequently expressed wishes ol 
the inhabilants, would be an act nol 
of magnanimity but of poltroonery.

SDP aud the Falklands

Sir. The debate on the Falkland 
Islands at the Social Democratic 
Parly’s annual conference was 
depressing to read (report, Sep- 
tember 10) with the exception of Mr 
Eric Ogden's brave contribution. 
The display of unprincipled expedi- 
ency towards the Argentines and 
bullving impaticnce towards the 
Falkland islanders made a nauseal- 
ing combination, 

Perhaps most objectionable of all 
was lhe debasemenît of the word 
“magnanimous.” The majority of 
SDP delegates appear to believe that 
a “magnanimous” approach by 
Britain would be to give Argentina 
peacefully what it failed to secure by 
military force ~ namely sovereignty 
over the Falkland Islands. 

In his memoirs, The Second 
Horld Har. Sir Winston Churchill 
prefaced cach volume with the 
moral of the work. ipcluding the 
noble words “ln Victory: Magna- 
nimity". Such magnanimity did Hut, 
however. ental giving back 10 
Germany after its military defeat the 
various territories i1 had conqucred,
